THE happy result of the Boating Conference at 
New London will bring a deep feeling of relief 
to the whole College. Not only have the recent 
diflFerences been settled, but it is announced that 
measures have been taken to preclude the possi- 
bility, in the future, of such protracted disputes 
as we have seen this year. This is an added 
pleasure, and we owe our thanks to those who 
brought it about. The recognition of the race 
as an annual event will remove the only remain- 
ing excuse for delay, by doing away with the 
necessity of sending challenges and acceptances 
every year, and is a great improvement. Now 
that there can be no suspicion or chance for 
unfairness on either side, we may expect to wit- 
ness, next July, a most interesting contest, to be 
decided solely upon the merits of the respective 
crews. The annual recurrence of disputes be- 
tween the Boat Clubs of Harvard and Yale has 
been the cause of much unfavorable comment in 
the outside world, and has brought discredit 
upon intercollegiate rowing ; but now that all 
cause for this has been removed, we must do our 
best to regain the popular respect by endeavoring 
to merit it. Let every one, by his interest and 
encouragement, incite our Crew to put forward 
their best efforts, and then we may reasonably 
expect that again the Crimson will lead the Blue. 



We feel obliged to express our disapproval of 
the action of the officers of the Harvard Union, 
in refusing to postpone their debate for the sake 
of the annual meeting of the Co-operative Society, 
on Tuesday evening. .The debate, with so inter- 
esting a subject, would not have suffered by 
being postponed; while the meeting was fixed 
by the constitution of the Society, and could not 
be postponed. A meeting involving the elec- 
tion, for the ensuing year, of officers for one of 
our roost important organizations, the acceptance 



or non-acceptance of constitutional amendments 
affecting the whole business system of the Society, 
and the criticism, approval, or disapproval of 
transactions amounting to nearly fifteen thou- 
sand dollars, is too important to be slighted in 
this way. 

As will be seen by reference to an article in 
another column, the rumors of intended retrench- 
ment in the department of Political Economy 
have very good foundation. At the end of the 
present year Dr. Laughlin expects to sever 
his connection with the University, in order to 
accept one of several positions offered him, — 
all better than that he occupies here ; and Mr. 
Taussig will also leave, Professor Dunbar remain- 
ing the sole instructor in the department The 
gentlemen who have had charge of the three 
courses this year have earned the respect and 
admiration of all who have studied under them, 
and their departure will be a source of great 
regret to all, and a positive loss to the University. 
We understand that some curtailment must be 
made in the curriculum, on the score of economy, 
but we do not understand why the department of 
Economic Science should be selected as that in 
which to make retrenchments. As was stated in 
a recent editorial, the number of students in this 
department is quite as large as that in almost 
any other, and yet there are but three courses, as 
against six or seven. Blesides this, the study is 
increasing, year by year, in interest and impor- 
tance, and next fall we may expect a still greater 
number of students than there are now. We are 
sure that the many who are interested in the 
College will agree with us in deeming the pro- 
posed reductions unwarranted in the face of 
such facts; and we earnestly commend to the 
Faculty a thorough consideration of the matter 
before they take any measures of retrenchment, 
trusting that, when they have investigated the 
subject, they will perceive the injustice and inad- 
visability of such action. 
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During the coming year the Co-operative 
Society will be subjected to the first really fair 
trial of its usefulness as a College institution. 
The work thus far accomplished by the Society, 
while most satisfactory and encouraging, has 
been mainly preliminary. The savings of the 
past year have been small in comparison with 
what they might have been had a large business 
been transacted. Nevertheless, the usefulness 
of the Society, its ability to save annually thou- 
sands of dollars, and the safety of its methods, are 
conclusively proved ; and now it is for the Col- 
lege to pass its verdict on these three facts, and 
to say how great the business of the Society 
shall be. Messrs. Bolles, Chapman, and Kip, 
the officers of the Society during the past year, 
have, by their ability and devotion, made the 
Society a success at the very start ; for this the 
College owes them a debt of gratitude that is 
more easily computed than paid. And now that 
we are called upon to accept the Society from 
these officers, let us do what we can to make it 
a success ! Let us have no more such poorly 
attended meetings as that of Tuesday evening. 
Let every man in College feel that to this Soci- 
ety, giving as it does to Harvard advantages 
possessed by no other college, he owes his sup- 
port in the same sense in which he owes the 
Crew and the Team his support. The election 
of a member of the Faculty to the presidency 
gives the Society stability : Professor J. W. White 
is a man of great popularity, whose business 
ability and energy are known to all who have had 
a chance to judge of them. The present busi- 
ness system of the Society is likely to remain 
unchanged ; it can scarcely be improved, and will 
remain a reminder of the forethought and business 
sagacity of the founders of the Society. 



We congratulate our esteemed contemporary, 
the Advocate^ on having entered upon its thirty- 
fifth volume, and wish it long life and continued 
success. We cannot, however, congratulate it 
upon its method of celebrating the happy event ; 
but if the editors alone were concerned we should 
be contented to say nothing. Their subscribers, 
however, must have felt this supplementary cele- 
bration severely, and they, therefore, have our 



sincere sympathy. The Advocate^ we must insist, 
committed a rash act in taking such a step ; but 
if their circulation remains unimpaired after the 
recent days of trial, they may feel certain that 
their subscribers will stick by them through thick 
and thin ; and this it will be a real pleasure to 
have proved. We have frequently been asked 
whether we too intended to issue such a supple- 
ment, and we answer indefatiguably, No! It 
may be said by our m aligners that we could n't 
do it if we tried ; we admit it at once : we could n't 
do it. Moreover, we solemnly bind ourselves 
never even to try. We trust that our assurances 
will be kindly received, for we make them in 
perfect sincerity. 

Mr. Edward Channing, who graduated in 
1878, and obtained the degree of Ph.D. in 1880, 
will give a lecture on the Fitz-John Porter case 
on Tuesday next, in Sever Hall. The lecture will 
contain the substance of a paper read before the 
Historical Society some weeks ago, and will be 
illustrated by a diagram showing the positions of 
the opposing armies at the second battle of Bull 
Run. Mr. Channing has made a thorough study 
of the subject, and his conclusions may be ac- 
cepted as those of a competent and impartial 
judge. Those who wish to obtain a succinct 
account of the Fitz-John Porter controversy, 
which has so long been before the public, 
and probably will come up for final action at 
the next session of Congress, will do well to 
attend the lecture. 



The question of forming a consolidated nine 
has been much discussed at Harvard, but as yet 
no official steps have been taken in this direction. 
There never was a more favorable opportunity 
than now to form such a nine. About twenty 
candidates, exclusive of Freshmen, are training 
in the Gymnasium. As but twelve of this num- 
ber will be selected for the 'Varsity, it seems only 
fair to encourage the others. If the latter were 
to make up a consolidated nine, they would do 
much to help on base ball in College, and would 
also materially increase their individual chances 
for another year. The need of a well-organized 
nine, besides the 'Varsity, was clearly demon- 
strated by the experience of the Freshmen last 
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spring. They had no clubs to meet except on 
Saturdays, and consequently they were obliged 
to play with "scrub" nines, which were not a 
m^tch for them. This practice tended to in- 
crease carelessness to such an extent that it was 
noticeable in a marked degree. A consolidated 
nine could do much to bring out the Freshmen, 
and, by the exchange of pitchers from time to 
time, many close and interesting games might be 
played. We wish then to urge upon the base ball 
authorities the consideration of this matter, which 
appears to us well worthy of careful attention.

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POLITICAL ECONOMY AT HARVARD. 

IN the progress of the department of Political 
Economy, every student at Harvard has rea- 
son to be proud. In few colleges in America is 
there so thorough and systematic a course of in- 
struction in economic science as here. Beginning 
with the study of Mill, the student fixes in mind 
the elementary principles of Political Economy ; 
while, through a course of lectures on Banking 
and Finance, given during the same year, a 
foundation is laid for the understanding of mon- 
etary questions. 

From Mill the student turns to Cairnes, and 
enters upon a careful and at the same time 
critical study of the tenets of the so-called 
" orthodox school," which is represented by 
these two writers. But that he may not be bi- 
assed in his views, and know nothing of other 
systems of economic thought, a second series of 
lectures is given, devoted to the history and the 
development of Political Economy, from the very 
germ of its existence to the present day. 

With the last half of the second year, a critical 
study of teachings other than those of the ortho- 
dox school is undertaken. Carey has been se- 
lected as the text-book of study, partly because 
his views are directly the opposite of those thus 
far taught, and partly because his reputation and 
influence in America are great. Throughout the 
course the student is left in perfect freedom to 
determine his own views, and is held responsible 
upon the examination paper only for his ability 
to express clearly and rationally the views that 
he does hold. 

A third course has been introduced into the 
department through the energy and active inter- 
est of Dr. Laughlin, in which a study is made of 
the economic effects of the various systems of 
land-tenure in Modern Europe. 

All three courses are valuable, and are of prac- 
tical importance ; but they are not sufficient. The 
field of work in this department is as large, and 
certainly the benefit to be gained is as great, as 
in any department of the College. Students 
appreciate this fact ; and the courses are elected 
by a large number of men who desire thus to 
qualify themselves for gaining a thorough under- 
standing of the true theory of government. The 



corps of instructors should be increased, and 
other courses added. What more valuable could 
there be, for instance, than one devoted to a care- 
ful study of the fiscal relations of the different 
governments of to-day ? Monetary questions are 
perplexing to the "untutored " mind, and yet they 
are of fundamental importance to a thorough 
understanding of government. 

Certainly, to all who are interested in sending 
abroad the influence of Harvard, the need of 
extending this school of economic science is 
clear. To two instructors is intrusted the entire 
care of this department, when there is work for 
^vt, or six ! 

But instead of increasing the capabilities of 
the department, we hear that its usefulness is to 
be curtailed. The number of instructors is to be 
reduced to one ; the activity and personal interest 
which has characterized this year's head of the 
department will be no longer felt ; the number of 
courses will be reduced to two at the outside ; 
and nothing is more certain than the lack of 
progress and interest in this all-important branch 
of a practical and liberal education. 

Against such retrenchment (for we understand 
that it is on the ground of economy that the corps 
of instructors is to be reduced) all students should 
cry out. How can the Corporation know the 
interest in this department, but from some mani- 
festation of the students themselves? Each man 
who has at heart the interest of the University 
should make himself felt against this misdirected 
effort to reduce its expenses. Let the question 
be ventilated through the College press; let 
it be talked about by all who feel the injustice 
of the proposed change; and let this be done 
now, so that action may be taken before it is too 
late. 

A REJECTED EDITORIAL.^ 

WE were very glad to see the Advocates illus- 
trated Supplement, because it relieved us 
from the fears which had been tormenting us ever 
since we had seen the poster. We own we were

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frightened at first. "What," said we, "is the 
Advocate actually developing enterprise ? Verily, 
the times be changed, and we can here abide no 
longer ; with an enterprising Advocate, Harvard 
will seem strange, unnatural, forlorn ; the tendrils 
of our young affections that have grown about 
her we must untwist, and seek some other object 
on which to lavish the wealth of our philan- 
thropy." 

We know not the artist of the frontispiecical 
picture of the Advocate^s Supplement, but we beg 
him to accept the heart-felt gratitude of a com- 
pany of sorrowing souls. Stranger though he be, 
we can never forget the tender and holy calm 
that came over our troubled souls as we gazed 
upon his chef-d^oeuvrCy — a calm which not even 
the idiotic indecency which follows the picture 
could suffice to disturb. The very legend under 
the picture is tenderly and theologically suggest- 
ive : " Post medios annos venit Advocatus.^^ Ah ! 
yes. What does the book of Revelation say? 
"The first woe is past, behold a second woe Com- 
eth quickly." The devout spirit induced by this 
reflection is still further nourished by the chaste 
beauty and fortunate uniqueness of the picture 
itself. In the centre, his Satanic Majesty, with 
poker reversed, is tormenting some poor wretches 
by throwing the " Supplement " at them ; while 
they, on bended knee, beseech a merciful return 
to the poker treatment.

SPORTING COLUMN. 

THE INTERCOLLEGIATE ATHLETIC CONVENTION. 

AT the Intercollegiate Convention held last Satur- 
day in New York the following colleges were 
represented : Amherst, Columbia, Harvard, Lehigh, 
Lafayette, Princeton, University of Pennsylvania, 
Trinity, Yale, and College of the City of New York. 
Bowdoin, Hamilton, Union, and Wesleyan were 
dropped from the list of competing colleges in accord- 
ance with the rule that "any college which fails to 
make entries for three successive years be dropped 
from the Association." The Treasurer's Report 
showed $104 on hand. Owing to the large expenses, 
the stand of colors, which it had been previously 
voted be given yearly to the college winning the 
greatest number of events, could not be bought. 
Several amendments were made to the Constitu- 
tion, among which were the following : every contes- 
tant who enters for more than three events is obliged 
to pay 1 1 for each extra event. A Grand Marshal is 
to be appointed before April i, who shall take charge 
of police regulations and appoint assistant marshals 
subject to approval of Executive Committee. This, 
by the way, was a much-needed improvement, as the 
arrangements for keeping the track, &c., clear last 
year were very poorly conducted Also it was moved 
and carried that the tug-of-war teams be weighed on 
the day of competition in the presence of a member 
of the Executive Committee. The next regular meet- 
ing will be held on May 26, on the New York Polo 
Grounds if satisfactory arrangements can be made ; 
if not, the meeting will take place at Mott Haven. 
The list of events will be as follows : i co-yards, 220- 
yards, J-mile, i-mile, i-mile, 120-yards hurdle, run- 
ning high jump, running broad jump, throwing the 
hammer, putting the shot, i-mile walk, tug-of-war, 
and 2-mile bicycle race. A motion to strike out the 
tug-of-war was lost by a vote of 8 to 4 ; also a motion 
to introduce a -J-mile hurdle race was lost. An appli- 
cation for admission of Hobart College was accepted. 
It was moved and carried that "any matriculated 
student trying for an academic or scientific degree 
be considered eligible for competition." Steps were 
also taken to request the N. A. A. A. A. to hold their 
Spring Games as soon after the I. C. A. A. meeting 
as possible, so as to insure a larger college representa- 
tion at their Games. The following officers were 
elected for the ensuing year : President, G. E. Lowell, 
Harvard ; Vice-President, J. B. Baker, Lafayette ; 
Secretary, B. W. Mackintosh, Princeton ; Treasurer, 
D. B. Binney, University of Pennsylvania ; Executive 
Committee, Thompson, Yale, and Wainwright, Co- 
lumbia. 
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THE BOATING CONFERENCE. 

The result of the meeting of the committees from 
the Yale and Harvard boat clubs was very satisfac- 
tory. The committees succeeded in settling amicably 
all disputed points, which during the course of the 
correspondence had made the acceptance of the Yale 
challenge an extremely doubtful event. Not only 
was this year's race arranged for, but a set of rules 
was also drawn up which it is hoped will prove 
sufficient for the guidance of future races, and pre- 
clude any such unpleasant discussions as have arisen 
in former years. The rules will not be published till 
next week, as it was thought advisable to keep them 
private until copies had exchanged hands. Among 
the chief rules adopted were those providing that the 
race should be considered an annual event, thus 
doing away with all challenging. Also the appoint- 
ment of a neutral referee. The boats are to be 
started with their centres even, and finished by the 
same point. During the race neither boat will be 
allowed to depart more than loo feet from the central 
line of buoys, thus equalizing the courses as nearly as 
possible. The boats must abide by their own acci- 
dents after the first lo strokes. As Yale has the 
chofce of Thursday or Friday this year, the race will 
probably be on Thursday, June 28. 

THE MEETING ROOM. 

Why should not the Athletic Room be used as the 
meeting room of the various athletic committees ? 
We believe this was one of the uses for which it was 
originally intended. Certainly the addition of a 
desk and a few chairs would not injure it as a trophy 
room. Each Secretary could then have a certain 
portion of the desk where the records of the clubs 
could be kept, and these need not be taken from 
the room except at general meetings, &c. We should 
then have a safe place for all athletic records of the 
College, and instead of travelling round from secretary 
to secretary, the books would always remain in the 
same place and be far less liable to get lost. 



EPITOME OF COLLEGE NEWS. 

Columbia. — There have been no debating con- 
tests between the various literary societies for two 
years, and there is talk of reviving them. The rumor 
that money can't be raised for the 'Varsity crew's 
expenses is utterly false and absurd. Attempts are 
again being made by the "Society for Promoting 
the Higher Education of Women " to introduce co- 
education here. The majority of the board of trus- 



tees are averse to such plans. Fellows are no longer 
required to pay a tuition fee. Three Columbia men 
are on the staff of regular contributors to Life, Open 
athletic sports are to be given by the Boat Club in 
Madison Square Garden some time in March. '84's 
Triumph debt is paid off. A four is to be sent to 
represent Columbia in the Childs Cup race. Fresh- 
men have been allowed to carry canes since the 
semiannuals. The Gymnasium is deserted by nearly 
all except crew men. The Freshman crew are much 
heavier than the average. They contemplate buying 
a new shell. The Glee Club give a concert in Yon- 
kers on March 9. The Chess Club's challenges to 
Bowdoin and Princeton have been accepted. The 
Sophomores are taxed %\o apiece for the expenses of 
their coming Triumph. There are four hundred stu- 
dents in the Law School, seventeen being graduates 
of Harvard. 

Cornell. — Mr. Dole is expected here in a week 
or so to give lessons in boxing. It is considered 
certain that the nine will be refused permission 
for their contemplated Eastern trip. Great interest 
has been taken in a course of lectures on the military 
history of the Civil War. A party of students lately 
went on an excursion to Syracuse to attend the Gil- 
more Concert, having a most enjoyable trip. The 
Sophomore supper took place in Trumansburgh on 
February 16, and proved a memorable occasion. The 
crew and ball nine are getting up a club room. 

Dartmouth. — There is much complaint about 
the running of the Library. The Senior Scientifics 
complain of overwork. Corcoran, of the Chicagos, 
is to train the nine. A Boarding Club has been 
started, the cost being $5 a week. The Junior Sup- 
per was held in Burlington, Vt., on Wednesday 
evening. The sleighing has been spoiled by heavy 
falls of snow. A new assistant professor of Mathe- 
matics has lately been appointed. Complaint is made 
that the college paths are not properly cleared of 
snow. Professor Campbell, of Bowdoin, has been 
appointed to a professorship here. 

Vassar. — Complaint is made that the college is 
insufficiently endowed. The first play in the new 
society hall has just been given. The day of prayer 
was duly observed here. Chemistry has been omitted 
from this half-year's Freshman course. The officers 
of the three lower classes have lately been elected. 
An organ recital took place in the Chapel on February 
10. Several interesting lectures have lately been 
^delivered before the students. The Seniors have 
petitioned that the present method of awarding honors 
be abolished. 
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Williams. — During the administration of Dr. 
Carter the college has received $300,000 from all 
sources. Some one recently strewed the contents of 
the ash-cans along the entries and down the stairs 
of the college buildings. There are calls for better 
bowling alleys. The Athletic Exhibition, to be given 
at the end of the term, promises to be a great success. 
Last month board at the "hash house " was $2. 99^ 
per week. The Glee Club is considering the advisa- 
bility of making a tour through Eastern cities during 
the spring vacation. The rehearsals for the Junior 
Dramatics are now under way. The Sophomore sup- 
per will probably be held in Albany. The nine will 
lose their former catcher. 

Yale. — The new Courant board has been an- 
nounced. The first annual conference of the New 
England College Y. M. C. A.'s met here on the 17th 
and 18th. The Promenade Committee has begun 
work. A trainer is needed for those intending to 
compete at the Intercollegiate. A number of Seniors 
visited the Willimantic Mills on Wednesday by special 
invitation. Great efforts are being made to insure 
the success of the spring meetings on March 9 and 
10. It is proposed to send a tug-of-war team to the 
Polo Grounds. There is a possibility of '85 challeng- 
ing the Columbia Sophomores for a race, to take 
place on the Harlem. The fourth social meeting of 
the New York Alumni Association occurred on the 
evening of the i6th. Eleven Sheff. men are trying 
for the Freshman nine.

WE are glad to learn that the Committee of 
the Faculty on Athletics have allowed the 
Bicycle Club to give their races at Beacon Park. 
Although these grounds were thought to be in 
many ways objectionable, yet, as the track on 
Jarvis Field is unsuitable for bicycle racing, the 
Committee, rather than see the project fail, deter- 
mined to grant permission, with the proviso that 
such action should not be considered as a prece- 
dent for the use of the track at Beacon Park in 
future years. We regret the mistake in last 
week's issue of the Crimson^ which arose from 
the fact that the views of one member of the 
Committee were understood to be the final de- 
cision of all. 

As Harvard's action at the Intercollegiate 
Base Ball Convention at Springfield, last week, 
has been grossly misrepresented by certain Yale 
papers, and as vje may probably expect a torrent 
of abuse from Dartmouth, we have endeavored 
to set the matter before our readers in as cor- 
rect a light as possible, by giving an account 
of the transactions of the convention, so far as 
we have been able to obtain them ; they have 
been gained from the most trustworthy source, 
and should merit the confidence of all. Having 
done this, we leave judgment in the hands of 
the College, believing that, in the opinion of 
those whose estimation is worth having. Har- 
vard's reputation will not suffer. 



As the article on the College Fields in our 
last issue has caused some discussion, we feel 
justified in saying a few words more on the sub- 
ject, to correct one or two mistakes, and to add 
some facts that may be of interest to our read- 
ers. The statement was made that the changes 
on North Holmes — filling in, grading, laying 
a quarter-mile track, and building a grand stand 
— were to be done at the expense of the Col- 



lege. We find on inquiry, however, that the 
College is too much in want of ready money to 
do anything of the kind ; but the Athletic Com- 
mittee will nevertheless begin work at once, filling 
in the field with the earth taken from the founda- 
tion of the physical laboratory, since they have 
good reason to hope that the money necessary to 
finish the work will be forthcoming. Thus not 
even our new track and ball-ground on Holmes, 
which is expected to take the place of the present 
Holmes ground and of the Jarvis track, is a cer- 
tainty ; it still depends on some one's generosity. 
If, however, the necessary money is obtained, by 
next autumn the Jarvis track will be covered, the 
seats removed, and the tennis-courts laid out 
more systematically. Another point in respect 
to which the article is likely to mislead is the 
suggestion that some day Jarvis may be built up, 
as well as Holmes. Jarvis was given as a play- 
ground for the students, and the terms of the 
bequest require that it shall be kept for that pur- 
pose. 

The above are mere matters of detail, however. 
The leading idea of the article — the danger that 
while our University grows in every other respect 
athletics will, from want of fields, either remain 
at a stand-still, or lose ground — is one that few 
will deny, and one that few will view without 
apprehension. Foreseeing this want of land, the 
President has long desired to have the College 
gain possession of the large property which lies 
behind Divinity Hall, and which is owned by the 
heirs of the late Professor Andrews Norton ; but 
this acquisition has hitherto been deemed impos- 
sible, not only from want of funds, but also 
because the City of Cambridge objects to the 
College buying land, as all land owned by the 
College is exempt from taxation. In adopting 
this policy,' however, the City of Cambridge is 
short-sighted ; it does not see that the growth of 
Cambridge itself is intimately connected with the 
prosperity and welfare of the College. If the 
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College should succeed in buying this estate, it 
would have ample room for as many new build- 
ings as it saw fit to erect, and for its growing 
athletic interests. Certainly no gift to the Col- 
lege, whether building or fund, could in the end 
be so beneficial as the means with which to buy 
this property. And if, before the College is able 
to buy it, Norton's Grove passes into other hands 
and is built up, the future prosperity of Harvard 
will be seriously diminished. 



The want of proper lights at the entrances of 
Matthews and the Gymnasium is more than ever 
appreciated by the unfortunate persons who are 
forced to stumble up the icy steps on these cold, 
dark nights. Men run sufficient risk of injury on 
the ice when they can see, without the added 
peril of total and blank darkness. It is to be 
hoped that the Faculty will grant some sort of an 
illumination before long, and that the old adage 
that it is " darkest before dawn " may prove true 
in this case. 

When strangers find out how common it is for 
men rooming in the College buildings to leave 
their doors and windows unlocked, they always 
express surprise that more thefts do not occur. 
And it is really strange that the stealing from the 
dormitory buildings is, with the exception of what 
the goodies and janitors* men now and then 
appropriate, confined almost entirely to the long 
vacation. This happy exemption is undoubtedly 
due mainly to the uncertainty of the students* 
movements. Rooming, as the students do, close 
together, and running in and out at all times of 
the day and night, it is impossible for a sneak- 
thief to find a time when he is reasonably sure 
of being able to transact his little business with- 
out interruption. Moreover, the thieves know 
that they would have, as a rule, no easy men to 
deal with. If an athletic Senior who roomed on 
the ground floor were to wake up in the night 
and hear a man prowling about his study, he 
might take it into his head to give his visitor a 
practical lesson in Indian-club-swinging. How- 
ever, some of the students in ground-floor rooms 
are so very careless about their windows, that we 
should not be at all surprised to hear, some day, 
of a successfijl robbery in the College buildings. 



We are glad to state, on the best possible 
authority, that the Department of Political 
Economy is not to be reduced next year, all 
rumors to the contrary notwithstanding. To 
be sure, there was at one time good reason to 
suspect a probable reduction in the number 
both of instructors and courses, but it need now 
no longer be feared that such will be the case. 
Next year the department will remain as it is 
now, consisting of three courses, conducted by 
two instructors. Of these latter. Professor Dun- 
bar will be one, but it is not yet decided who 
will be the other, nor is it probable that a decis- 
ion will be reached for at least two months to 
come. While we are glad to announce that a re- 
duction is not contemplated, we regret that there 
seems little prospect of the much-needed increase 
in the scope of the department, and that the 
College will in all probability lose the services of 
Dr. Laughlin. We therefore urge our readers 
and all interested in the department to sign 
the petition which is now being circulated, in 
order that the authorities may perceive the de- 
sires of the students in regard to the matter, 
and, if possible, gratify them.

THE BASE BALL CONVENTION. 

r those who have only read the newspaper 
accounts of the Base Ball Convention a few 
words of explanation of the doings of that body, 
and of the reasons which prompted those actions, 
may not be uninteresting. It was felt that for 
the harmony of the workings of the League, the 
list of its members should be made smaller. 
Princeton would have been pleased with the 
resignation of both Amherst and Dartmouth. 

Yale saw no reason for Amherst's withdrawal, 
and was positively interested in Dartmouth's 
continued membership. The games with both 
Amherst and Dartmouth have been at several 
different times the means of procuring the cham- 
pionship for Yale, and naturally this college was 
averse to their withdrawal, since thereby her 
chances for the championship of 1883 would be 
considerably lessened. For another reason also 
Yale wished Dartmouth to remain a member of 
the League. Owing to the distance from New 
Haven to Hanover, the Yale team never goes to 
the latter place, but sends $400 to bring Dart- 
mouth's representatives to New Haven. 

Yale's ball field is in an enclosed park, and, by 
means of the gate money, it is found possible not 
only to pay Dartmouth's expenses, but to make 
besides a handsome contribution to the associa- 
tion's fund. Naturally, again, Yale would be 



sorry to lose this opportunity of helping to pay 
the expenses of its team. Yale thought that as 
long as some one college must retire, Brown could 
be the best spared. It will be remembered here 
that Brown has defeated Yale repeatedly, even 
on her own grounds, whereas Amherst or Dart- 
mouth has rarely done so. 

Harvard's feelings on the subject were these. 
The distance and inconvenience in getting to 
Hanover are both great. Owing to the fact that 
the gate receipts in Cambridge are never large, 
Harvard could not afford to pay Dartmouth's 
expenses, as Yale has found it possible to do. 
In addition to this, Harvard's experience last 
year with Dartmouth's umpires, and with Dart- 
mouth's "gentlemanly treatment" of visitors, in- 
fluenced our delegates at the Convention to vote 
for that college's withdrawal. 

Seeing what the feeling of the convention was, 
Dartmouth graciously resigned, and thus settled 
a question that threatened to lead to serious 
complications.

BOWDOIN. — ** A collapse of the boating interest is 
threatened." Sitting for photographs is now in 
order for Seniors. The stained glass windows in 
Memorial Hall are not exempt from snowballs. A 
delegate was sent to the recent Y. M. C. A. Conven- 
tion at New Haven. There will probably be several 
changes in the nine's arrangement this spring. There 
are about a hundred men in the Medical School ; 
Harvard is represented, among other colleges. 

Columbia. — '83 is to have a Class Day. The 
Athletic Association is working to secure a good rep- 
resentation at the Intercollegiate next May. Pach 
has been chosen photographer. The classes of '81 
and *82 held their annual dinners on February 21. 
The officers of the Football Association were chosen 
on February 21. The new School of Mines building 
is to be finished next June. Over twenty Freshmen 
are training for their crew. The crews have decided 
to train at the new Gymnasium. Eight new rowing 
machines have been ordered. The Faculty were 
petitioned to omit college exercises on February 23. 
The Sophomores have elected most of their Triumph 
officers, as well as an historian and football delegates. 
The Chess Club is now playing correspondence games 
with Princeton and Bowdoin. The Law School will 
not change its quarters to the new building until 
April. Two members of the Law School have written 
and composed an operetta, which is to be produced 
in the spring. 

Cornell. — The Faculty have refused the nine 
permission for their Eastern trip. The Northwestern 
Alumni Association held its annual dinner at Chicago, 
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on February 23. The managers of the Athletic 
Association are working hard in its behalf. The 
Gymnasium is expected to be ready for the use of 
the nine in a very short time. This year's Cornelian 
promises to be a great success. At the recent elec- 
tions the town went "license " by a large majority. 

Dartmouth. — The college is shortly to receive 
the first instalment of the Parker bequest, amounting 
to $50,000. This is to go towards founding a law 
school. Dr. Lord is to deliver a course of lectures 
to the Seniors in the summer term. Corcoran is 
proving very acceptable in training the nine. The 
late trouble with the Sophomore class has been 
entirely dispelled. The annual supper of the Junior 
class occurred on February 21, at Burlington, Vt. 

St. Paulas School. — The new racquet court is 
completed. The first crews of each club are to row 
in sixes this year. The lowest recorded temperature 
since the opening of the term was 20° below zero. 
Snow-shoeing is very popular. A new Chess Club 
has been started. The Gymnasium is well patronized, 
and the crews are hard at work. The water works 
are being enlarged. 

University of Michigan. — Three hundred 
Shakspearian works have just been added to the 
Library. The arrangements for producing *• lolanthe " 
are going forward rapidly. It is proposed to introduce 
boating here. The New England Alumni Association 
met on Washington's Birthday. The new examina- 
tion system has signally failed. Several deaths have 
occurred in the University since Christmas. Dele- 
gates are attending the Sigma Phi Convention. 

University of Pennsylvania. — Several im- 
portant changes have lately been made in the 
Faculties. The University Catalogue has just ap- 
peared. The Scientific Society is to give a course 
of public lectures. A number of valuable works 
have lately been added to the library. A scholarship 
is shortly to be endowed, in memory of the late Dr. 
Krauth, Vice-Provost of the University. The Junior 
ball is to occur March 30. 

Yale. — To-day is Ladies* Day at the athletic 
sports. There is a great boom to send a consolidated 
eight to the Harlem regatta next June. '84 has paid 
off its rowing debt, and may put a crew on the water 
this spring. It is proposed to make the Junior Exhi- 
bition more interesting next year. The Faust Chorus 
are going to New York on Monday, to see the opera 
performed by Mapleson's troupe. The News supper 
occurred on the evening of the 2d. The Junior 
exhibition speakers from '84 are announced. '85 
Sheff. numbers 75 men. It is doubtful if It will be 
represented in the spring regatta. 



SPORTING COLUMN. 

ON the 1st of March last year sixty-three men 
went into training under Mr. Robinson. Most 
of these men signed to train three months, with the 
object of finding out what they were capable of in 
the way of track athletics. By the aid of this " athletic 
craze," as it was called. Harvard just succeeded in 
holding the cup at the Intercollegiate Games on May 
27. This year we have in College all the men who 
helped win the cup last year, and a few new men who 
are good in certain events; but it ends there. If 
Harvard is to keep the Championship Cup in her own 
hands, she must have a large number of men con- 
stantly at work, from whom she may choose when her 
present representatives graduate. The 'Varsity has 
the class crews to draw from, the Nine has the class 
nines to get recruits from, but the only source from 
which track athletics gets its recruits is this class of 
men who keep in training, although they may not be 
the best men in College at their different events. And 
this year at looks as if there would not be any of these 
men. When the new trainer, whom the Faculty has 
promised us, arrives, we hope to see at least as many 
men as there were last year begin work and stick to 
it until they find out surely what they are capable of 
in the way of track athletics. 

We noticed an article by a member of *86, in the 
Herald of March 7, suggesting that the Freshman 
crew ought not to begin to row till after the vacation. 
Now there are several excellent reasons why it would 
be the height of foolishness for Freshman crews not 
to start rowing immediately on entering College. 
Almost all men come to College without any idea of 
rowing and very little physical development. Not 
only do the men have to be taught to row, but they 
have to be built up with a view of supplying the *Var- 
sity on the following year. Nine months is a very 
short time in which to make an oarsman, but is un- 
necessarily long for reorganizing old crews. If men 
cannot stand the work to which they are subjected in 
the course of training, it shows that they are not 
physically fit to row ; and any man who really wishes 
to become a good oarsman should not grumble at an 
extra month or two of training. When the prepara- 
tory schools are able to turn out finished oarsmen, 
then it will be ample time for the Freshmen to begin 
to train with the other crews. But, until then, they 
must avail themselves of every opportunity, if they 
ever wish to do more than fill the place in the class 
races usually allotted to them. 

The Aimual Winter Athletic Meeting of the Colum- 
bia College Boat Club takes place March 16 and 17, 
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at Madison Square Garden. Besides a large number 
of events open to all amateurs, there will be the 
following, open only to college men : 75-yard handi- 
cap run ; ^-mile run ; 220-yard hurdle race ; 2-mile 
bicycle race ; tug-of-war, limit 600 lbs. Entries close 
to-day (March 10), to J. W. Dowling, Jr., 313 Madi- 
son Ave., New York City. 

The fourth annual meeting for the Amateur Boxing 
and Wrestling Championships was held February 24, 
at Tammany Hall, New York City. Although the 
meeting was a decided success, yet it was somewhat 
marred by the non-appearance of two of the promi- 
nent contestants, policemen, who were notified that 
if they competed they might expect to be discharged 
on the following day. This action of the superin- 
tendent is all the more unaccountable from the fact 
that he allowed another officer to compete. The 
competitions were spirited, perhaps unnecessarily so ; 
but the management seems to have been inefficient 
and partial. 

The first Winter Meeting of the H. A. A. begins 
to-day at 2.30, doors open at 2 P.M. The following 
is a full list of the entries : parallel bars, Bachelder, 
Denniston, Morison, '83, Kimball, '86 ; putting the 
shot, Easton, '83, Follansbee, '85 ; heavy-weight spar- 
ring, Baxter, '83 ; middle-weight sparring, Lee, W.

DEPASTHENT OF ARCHITECTU8E. 

The recently established Course in Architecture occupies four years, 
the first of which b occupied with general studies, the architectural 
work beginning with the second year. 

Graduates of colleges and of scientific schools can, in general, enter 
in advanced sUnding at the beginning of the second year. Special 
students are not received. 

Itie scientific studies pursued in connection with the Department of 
Civil Engineering include Chemistry, Physics, and Mechanics, with 
so much of Mathematics as these stpdies require. 

The Architectural studies include the theory and the history of 
Architecture and of the allied arts, drawing and modelling, with the 
constant practice of original design, and so much of specifications and 
practical construction as can conveniently be taught in a school. 

The buildings now constructing, which will be ready for occupation 
in October, provide, besides the necessary drawing-rooms and lecture- 
rooms, a special architectural laboratory for practice and experiment, 
and a library for study and for the accommodation of the large collec- 
tion of drawings, prints, and photographs now in process of formation.

THE annual woe has once again come over the 
College, and all, high or low, are forced to 
grin and bear it. To be sure, we have had a 
certain warning of its approach, in the familiar 
Blue Books, which have for some time past been 
hauled out of their six months* retirement ; but 
by many this warning has been unheeded. The 
sound of the piano will now be hushed in the 
land, the theatre will not find so many votaries, 
and the poker deck will be laid up for repairs ; 
for the hard grind has begun, — by the fruits of 
which Juniors will next year be Seniors, Sopho- 
mores Juniors, and Freshmen Freshmen no 
longer. But with all the sadness of the Annuals, 
there is one modifying circumstance : recitations 
have ceased, and the student is relieved from 
the flisagreeable necessity of cutting. The 
present method of examinations is slowly but 
surely reaching perfection, — the marking system 
being the first great success in this direction, — 
and as soon as we can get voluntary examina- 
tions, all will be serene. It is in the hope of this 
alone that the student calmly takes things as 
they are, and contentedly flunks, and drops from 
class to class ; and when this one hope is grati- 
fied, all cause for uneasiness and complaint will 
be forever gone, and the Annuals will be no 
longer dreaded, — nay, they will even be hailed 
with unfeigned delight. 



Once more Harvard has proved that the 
energy and skill of her athletes is sufficient to 
bring her success, and the Intercollegiate Cup is 
to remain with us for another year. The result 
of Saturday's contests was even more successful 
than our most sanguine expectations, and we 
congratulate most heartily all those of the Team 
who contributed to the general victory. There 
is no little credit due to our athletes for their 
excellent performances, for not only did they 



have great difficulties to overcome at home, but 
they also contended with the very best men from 
our sister colleges, and that, too, in a "doubt- 
ful " year. That we should come out so far 
ahead was never dreamt of, but it shows what 
steady perseverance and real grit will do. It is 
evident that our athletes have more ability than 
we have given them credit for; but they will not 
fail to gain their due, in the approval and praise 
of the college. Our prospects for next year, as 
well are very good, and we may expect to make 
an excellent showing ; for we will have most of 
this year's Team, and much talent yet remains 
undeveloped, or may be expected in the coming 
Freshman Class. We must hope earnestly for a 
fostering influence on the part of the Faculty; 
and then, with good work from the men them- 
selves, we may count on next year's team follow- 
ing in the footsteps of the Mott Haven Team of 
1883. 

The students can hardly realize at once the 
importance of such a step as the appointment of 
the Standing Committee. This action of the 
Faculty is an acknowledgment that we are no 
longer boys, — that our opinion is worth consid- 
ering, and our approval worth seeking. We are 
no longer to be told to do this, and not to do 
that, without having any better reason given us 
than that the Faculty say so, it being understood 
that they must be right, and that what they 
choose to have done shall be law. It is at last 
admitted that studious young men of one-and- 
twenty have a right to interest themselves in 
such measures and actions of their superiors as 
directly concern them, — nay, that these young 
men would be a sorry set, quite unworthy of the 
elective system, if they did not interest them- 
selves in what so nearly affects their welfare. 
And yet we earnestly hope that the appointment 
of this Standing Committee is nothing more 
than a very good beginning. It is not, strictly 
speaking, a Committee of Conference ; that was 
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the original plan, but the present Committee was 
finally substituted, as being, in the opinion of the 
majority of the Faculty, a safer way of begin- 
ning the experiment — for they regard it purely 
as an experiment. Moreover, the Committee, in 
its present form, is modelled after the Athletic 
Committee, which seems to be deemed by them 
as successful an experiment as could have been 
expected. Now we do not wish to find fault 
with an action of the Faculty that is so plainly a 
step in advance, and one enthusiastically com- 
mended by the students ; but we cannot help re- 
gretting that the original plan of a Committer of 
Conference was not carried out, and for this 
reason : the present Committee " shall, from 
time to time, invite students to join in confer- 
ence upon such subjects as directly affect their 
interests;" now that is a very different thing 
from having a definite Standing Committee of 
the students, whether appointed by the Faculty 
or elected by the students themselves, meet in 
conference a Standing Committee of the Faculty. 
In the first case — that of a Standing Committee 

— a large number of students is invited, none 
of them feeling any particular responsibility, or 
any incentive to think matters over, to consult 
with fellow-students, or take an active part in the 
conference. Indeed, the very number present, 
and the feeling of being invited, will militate 
against free discussion, and the meetings will 
show even more apathy than one meeting 
called by the Athletic Committee ; for then 
men were present who felt it their duty to do 
what they could for the interests of the athletics 
under their charge. Whereas, in the other case, 

— that of a real Conference Committee — a defi- 
nite number of students would feel that they 
were a representative body, responsible toward 
their constituents, and with a perfect right to 
express their opinions ; and the result would be 
more forethought, more inquiry into the opinions 
of the students at large, and less diffidence in 
discussion. However, it is to be hoped that all 
this, and much more, may come in time. Who 
knows but that in a few years all matters of Col- 
lege discipline may be entirely in the hands of 
the students ? That is undoubtedly what some 
members of the Faculty look forward to. And 



whether these great reforms are retarded or ad- 
vanced depends largely on us now. Let us do 
our best to make this first step, this experiment 
which the Faculty have made, a success ! Let 
us meet them half-way, and show that we de- 
serve to be treated like men ! If we do, the 
progressive spirit that the Faculty already show 
will certainly lead them to make greater and 
greater concessions. 



We are glad to see that the Greek and Latin 
Departments have published so full and satisfac- 
tory an account of their courses. The pamphlet 
states fully the scope of the courses, the charac- 
ter of the instruction, the authors read in each 
elective, the amount of work and number of 
examinations, and the text-books recommended, 
with their cost. This will undoubtedly prove a 
great boon to all who have any thoughts of tak- 
ing a classical elective, and the example which 
the Geological and Classical instructors have 
set ought to be followed by all the departments^ 
It is impossible for the elective system to accom- 
plish its best results, unless a better description 
of the courses is at the student's hand than can 
be gained from the Elective Pamphlet. The 
real solution of the difficulty would be for the 
College to publish a much more full and service- 
able Elective Pamphlet than at present If no 
one would endow the institution, we are sure 
that it would meet with a ready sale at cost 
price. We hope to see this done before '87 
graduates. Meanwhile, the descriptive pamph- 
let of the classical electives is distributed gratis 
at U. 5. 

It is rumored that the subject for discussion 
at the first meeting of the Standing Committee, 
which takes place in November, is to be the 
much vexed question of proctors. If this is true, 
it certainly ought to be announced now ; for the 
students ought to be thinking the matter over, 
and surely this is the very time for them to 
think it over. Now is the best time to find out 
how much cheating is really done, to observe the 
influence of proctors on self and others, and to 
conjecture what would be the result if any of the 
various changes proposed were carried out. It

is certainly a very hard matter to handle. There 
is the University of Virginia, where the men are 
put on their honor, — where examinations last all 
day, and the students go and come and talk 
freely, yet no cheating is done ; in the two or 
three cases where it was attempted, the students 
themselves promptly saw the offenders off for 
home on the next train. Yet few would advocate 
adopting this system here. The students there 
are a mere handful compared to the numbers 
here, — a sort of family, dependent on one 
another and bound together by the strongest 
ties. Harvard is too much of a miniature world ; 
and the students who would take advantage of 
such a system are independent of the opinions of 
the community, and numerous enough to form a 
clique of their own. Another proposition, and 
one that has its adherents in the Faculty, is that 
the proctors be undergraduates. Certainly, now 
that the Faculty would have a chance to find out 
from the students whether these considered the 
experiment a success or not, we should very 
much like to have some such change tried next 
year, especially the University of Virginia plan. 
For at all events there could not be much more 
cheating than there is at present, and we might 
find our experiment a great improvement. 



The result of the game with Yale on Saturday 
was a surprise as well as a great disappointment. 
While the game was clearly won by Yale's supe- 
rior and earnest work at the bat and in the field, 
we must admit that our own Nine did not give 
them as much to do as we were led to expect. 
They evidently lacked spirit and determination, 
— the two elements which are above all others 
necessary in a Yale game. After the first few 
innings there was a sort of half-heartedness 
about their play, which precluded any possibility 
of winning the game, and for this we must blame 
them. We can, however, make many allowances, 
for a game with Yale is one that tries the spirit 
and backbone of a Harvard Nine to the utmost. 
The play in the game with Amherst was quite 
different from that of Saturday; there was a 
determination and energy about it that was most 
encouraging, and we yet believe that our Nine 
can make a good showing in the remaining games 
of the championship and Harvard-Yale series. 



The question of conferring the degree of 
LL. D. upon the Governor of the State at the 
coming Commencement has been finally settled 
by the Overseers, and unless they see fit to 
change their vote, the customary degree will not 
be given. It is a matter for congratulation that 
some definite action has at last been taken ; and 
although for many reasons it would have seemed 
more politic for the degree to have been con- 
ferred as usual, we are on the whole inclined to 
commend the action of the board of Overseers 
in deciding to withhold it. Certainly, after the 
recent boastful and threatening words of His 
Excellency, no one will be much inclined to re- 
gret that he was not honored by the College, and 
what little support he had among the students 
will very likely be dispelled. As to any likeli- 
hood of injury to the University on account of 
the action of the Overseers, it is quite possible 
that the Governor may endeavor to resent his 
malice by some ungrateful act, and to prejudice 
his supporters against the University; but that 
any great harm will be done is quite improb- 
able.

THE NINE. 

ON Saturday last the Nine played its second 
game with Yale. Although it was thought 
that Harvard had excellent chances for vic- 
tory, it was evident very early in the game that 
the result would be in favor of Yale. The score 
was 5 to I in Yale's favor. Harvard's run was 
earned in the fourth inning, and Yale scored in 
the first, fifth, sixth, seventh, aud eighth. Our 
Nine did not do their best, and were out-played 
in every respect by Yale, who played a perfect 
game. Our Nine scarcely gave Yale a chance 
to make errors, their batting to the infield being 
extremely weak, and their base-running poor. 
Allen pitched a remarkably good game, striking 
three men out in succession in the second in- 
ning, while only eight hits, with a total of nine, 
were made off him. Harvard made four sin- 
gles and seven errors, Yale making but two 
errors. 

On Wednesday the Nine played its sixth 
game in the championship series on Jarvis Field, 
with Amherst, and the result was much more 
creditable than that of Saturday. The playing 
of both teams was spirited, and the game was 
one of the best seen in Cambridge this year. 
Nothing was made until the fifth inning, when 
Harvard made five runs, adding another in the 
sixth inning. Amherst scored only in the 
seventh inning, making four runs on hard hits, 
and an error of Harvard. The final score stood 
6 to 4 in Harvard's favor. Harvard made nine 
singles and three errors, while Amherst made 
eleven hits, with a total of sixteen, and six errors. 
The umpiring of both the Yale and Amherst 
games was fair. 



From the results of the above games it is evi- 
dent that the Nine lacked steadiness and "sand" 
when it had Yale as a competitor, but with 
Amherst it played a fine game in every respect. 
The batting has been constantly improving, and 
the fielding is at times superb. If more science 
can be gained in base- running, and more confi- 
dence and steadiness acquired by the whole Nine, 
we may reasonably expect to win at least two 
games in the Harvard-Yale series, aud also the 
remaining championship game.

Cornell. — The Boat Club is in need of money 
for the new four-oared boat. The Era complains 
that the management of the various athletic organiza- 
tions is very slipshod. The Freshmen had a boating 
excursion lately, which the Sophomores tried in vain 
to break up. The Four were victorious in the Caze- 
movia Regatta, beating the Elmira and Syracuse 
crews. The military ball, on the evening of the 24th, 
was a thorough success. The Charter of the Uni- 
versity has just been amended. The Nine played 
Williams on Wednesday, and Cleveland on Monday. 
There was an explosion in one of the buildings lately, 
but no one was injured. The class of '73 is to have 
a decennial celebration. It is thought that Com- 
mencement Week will be very brilliant. 

Princeton.— The Sophomore Reception Com- 
mittee is not receiving much support. All the papers 
unite in advocating the raising of the standard of 
admission to the college. The gymnastic contest 
was not very much of a success. The Seniors began 
their examinations over a week ago. Very few men 
now use the Gymnasium. " There are twenty-seven 
Princeton graduates studying law at Columbia." 
" The Freshman stick made its first appearance, as 
usual, at the Harvard Game." One of the professors 
has offered a medal to the best batter on the Nine. 
The new fire-proof Laboratory is to be connected 
with the Scientific Building by a bridge. Princeton 
vs. Harvard yesterday. The Alumni are trying to 
raise enough money to endow an Alumni Chair 
for the new School of Philosophy. 

University of Michigan. — It is proposed to 
hold a State Intercollegiate Field Day here in June. 
The question of sending the Nine on a trip to the 
East is still under discussion. A contest lately took 
place between selected members of the two literary 
societies. The Argonaut complains that the Athletic 
Association's accounts are not kept in a business-like 
manner. Delegates were sent to Hillsdale College 
to the Intercollegiate Convention of Literary Societies. 
The Shakspeare Library has just received many valu- 
able additions. The Field Day was an unqualified 
success. The football game with the Detroit Team 
was won by the University Eleven. The Athletic 
Association netted I200 on Field Day. 

University of Pennsylvania. — Speaking of 
Cricket the University Magazine says : " We are 
undoubtedly head and shoulders above our sister col- 
leges in the playing of this manly game." The spring 
athletic contests were very successful. It is hoped to 
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have a oew practice-ground next fall. The literary 
societies, although furnished with excellent rooms and 
libraries, have a very small membership. The Uni- 
versity is in favor of Protection. Examinations 
began on the 25th. '84 has given $50 to the Regatta 
Fund. The Freshmen have a Tennis Club. '84 
holds the class championship in rowing and tennis ; 
'85, in cricket, base ball, and athletic sports ; '83 and 
'86, in nothing. The Base Ball Nine has been 
selected. The officers of the Football Association 
have been chosen. 

Vassar. — The Miscellany asks that the college 
ponds be dredged during vacation. The privilege is 
desired of walking outside the grounds on Sunday 
afternoons. Miss Emily Faithful lectured before the 
students on April 13. The third "Phil" play was 
given in Society Hall, on the evening of April 21. A 
party was given to the collegiate students on April 27, 
in the Art Gallery. The Eighteenth Anniversary of 
Founder's Day on May 4, was a most enjoyable occa- 
sion. " Professor Backus has accepted the presi- 
dency of Packer Institute, Brooklyn." The party 
given to the Seniors by the Junior Class took place on 
the 1 8th. The students gave a concert on May 11. 
The class of '83 has decided to lessen the college 
song-book debt, instead of presenting the college with 
a gift. The marshals from the three lower clasess 
for class-day have already been chosen. Lawn ten- 
nis is in a flourishing condition. 

Williams, — The Aihenaum wants the Alumni 
to furnish the rest of the money required for the new 
campus. The Museum in Griffin Hall is in a very 
poor condition. One of the papers suggests the 
introduction of the " system of Goodies, so long in 
use in Harvard." The visit of the Stevens Nine to 
Williams has been the cause of some little unpleasant- 
ness. Mountain Day was not given with Decoration 
Day as a holiday. The Nine has done excellent 
work this season. A grand stand has been erected 
on the base-ball field. The college will not be repre- 
sented in the Intercollegiate Tennis Tournament. It 
is proposed to change the athletic contests from the 
fall to the spring. The Junior dramatics were very 
successful. Pach is soon to take the groups here. 
'86 has been challenged by the Willislon Nine. In 
the Dartmouth Game the visitors kicked a great 
deal. There is talk of postponing the Horn Game 
till the fall. 

Yale. — The recent Tennis Exhibition was very 
successful. The " Faust " performance is to be re- 
peated, in view of the former unsatisfactory financial 
results.

SPORTING COLUMN. 



THE Intercollegiate Athletic Meeting took place on 
Saturday under favorable conditions, in the 
presence of^between three and four thousand people, 
and resulted in a grand victory for Harvard. Tlie 
first event, the first heat of the 100 Yds., was won by 
W. Baker, Harvard, in lof sec, — S. Derickson, Jr., 
Columbia, a close second. H. S. Brooks, Jr., Yale, 
who was penalixed a yard for a false start, came in third. 
Second heat won by B. W. Mcintosh, Lafayette, in 
loj sec, — A. G. Fell, Princeton, second. The final 
heat of the race was won by Derickson, in lof sec, 
— Mcintosh second. Baker third. Baker led by a 
yard and a half at eighty yards, but unfortunately 
slowed up just the least bit, and was passed by two 
men in the last ten yards. Moral : A race is never 
won until the tape is reached. The Running High 
Jump was won by C. H. Atkinson, Harvard, who 
cleared the bar at 5 ft., 9^ in., thus beating the best 
collegiate record of 5 ft., 8^ in., and the best amateur 
record by \ inch. Harriman and Soren tied at 5 ft., 
7^ in. Soren did not jump off the tie, as he was 
entered in other contests and did not wish to tire 
himself, and therefore Harriman took second place. 
Atkinson's performance in this event was wonderfully 
good, and we believe that he will do even better next 
year. The Mile Run was won by Morison, Harvard, 
in 4 min. 38f sec, — Carr, of Yale, second. Morison 
ran in fine form, and would undoubtedly have beaten 
the collegiate record, had it not been for the strong 
wind which blew directly up the track. The Mile 
Walk was won with ease by H. W. Biddle, University 
of Pennsylvania, in 7 min., 26} sec, — with Robinson, 
Hobart, second, and S. Coolidge, Harvard, third. 
The Running Broad Jump was won by Soren, with a 
record of 20 ft. 6 in. Mapes, of Columbia, took 
second place. A strong head wind bothered the men 
a good deal in this event. The trial heats in the 
Hurdles resulted in walk-overs ; the final heat was 
won, after a very close and exciting race, by Harri- 
man, Princeton, in 18 sec, — Mulford, Columbia, 
second. Throwing the Hammer was won by C. H. 
Kip, Harvard, who threw 88 ft. 11 in., thus beating 
the best previous collegiate record of 87 ft. 11 in , 
made by Porter of Columbia. Porter was second in 
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this event. Kip has improved greatly since last year, 
and has been throwing very well in practice all this 
spring. Putting the Shot was also won by Kip, who 
put it 35 ft. 8 in., — Briggs, Yale, second. Kip is 
capable of putting the shot much further, and can, we 
are sure, break the collegiate record. Goodwin, Har- 
vard, won the Quarter-mile Run in 51-^ sec, — Hodge, 
of Princeton, being second. To the disappointment 
of everybody, Brooks, who was entered in this race, 
did not run. Had he competed we feel sure that the 
collegiate record of 5of sec, made by Brooks, would 
have been beaten by the winner, perhaps by both 
men. The Tug-of-war was pulled in three heats. In 
the first heat Harvard pulled Columbia by twenty- 
five inches. In the second heat Lafayette pulled 
Princeton. In the final heat Lafayette pulled Har- 
vard by forty inches. We hope that the result of 
this contest on last Saturday will induce the officers 
of the I. A. A. to omit it from the programme here- 
after. In every instance the team that had the south 
side was handicapped so much by the nature of the 
ground that we believe it was impossible for them to 
win the pull. It is an unpractical, artificial con- 
test, and ought never to have been included in the 
list of events. The first heat of the 220 Yds. was 
won by Brooks, in 23^ sec, — Derickson, second. In 
the second heat, Stebbins, Harvard, was first, in 24^ 
sec, — Baker second. In the final heat. Brooks, Baker, 
and Stebbins came to scratch. Stebbins was left on 
the mark when the pistol was fired. Brooks took the 
lead at once and held it to the finish, which he crossed 
in 23^ sec. Baker was penalized a yard ; ninety 
yards from home he had almost caught Brooks, but 
the pace was too much for him, and he fell behind 
and finished a bad second. 

The Two-mile Bicycle Race had six starters. Un- 
fortunately on the start one of the men fell off his 
machine against the next man, and they all went down 
except Howard, of Columbia, and Maxwell, of Yale. 
These two men had a lead of full seventy-five yards 
before the other men had remounted. When they 
were remounted the order stood, Howard, Maxwell, 
Reed, Maverick, Hamilton. Rood bent his machine 
so that he could not ride. Reed rode a very plucky 
race, and finally won in 6 min., 53I sec. Had it not 
been for his fall, the record 6 min., 48 sec, by Rood, 
Columbia, would have been beaten. The Half-mile 
had four starters, Trask and Goodwin, Harvard, 
Halsey, Yale, Coolidge, Princeton. The men soon 
took the order of Trask, Goodwin , Halsey, Coolidge. 
This order was kept until about 125 yds. from home, 
when Goodwin went ahead and won in 2 min., 2 sec, 
— Trask second, in 2 min., 5 sec, Halsey third. Toler, 
Princeton, won the Pole Vault, with a record of fo ft., 



— Harriman, Princeton, second, at 9 ft. 6 in. Toler 
showed beautiful form and a very effective style of 
vaulting. The contest for the Intercollegiate Cham- 
pionship Cup resulted as follows : Harvard, seven 
first prizes and three second prizes ; Princeton, two first 
prizes; Columbia, two first prizes ; University of Penn- 
sylvania, one first prize ; Yale, one ; Lafayette, one. 
Considering the fact that we have had no trainer at 
Harvard this year, the foregoing is a remarkably good 
showing. We fear, however, "that next year will be 
very different in result, unless we can obtain a trainer. 
This year has brought out only one new man who took 
a prize ; and next year we shall have lost Kip, two first 
prizes, Morison, one first, and Soren, one first prize. 
To keep up the interest in track athletics and bring 
out new men, we must have an efficient trainer at 
Harvard. In our next issue we hope to be able to 
give our readers a best-on-record table, corrected up 
to June 3, 1883.
